(Free-Space-Optics) company. 

2. Do you live in the riding and, if so, how long has it been your home? I live in my 
riding of Nepean. Lived here for 35 years. 

3. What has been your main involvement with your community outside of work 
(volunteer activities, etc.)? My life presented a uniquely wonderful experience of 
pluralistic culture.
